The Liberal members of the legislature 
did not succeed in abolishing the supple- 
mentary revenue tax, or in getting assur- 
ance that it will be abolished. But they 
did succeed in getting from the Govern- 
ment a definite unde rtaking that during 
the summer the tax will be subjected to 
examination, as to-its fairness, and as to 
whether it should be repealed. 

Remembering that at the outset of the 
session it was proposed to widen the scope 
of the tax and make it apply to improve- 
ments as well as to land, that is a consid- 
erable concession; quite as large a conces- 
gion as could in fact be expected at the 
moment. The Liberal members have 
therefore cause to congratulate them- 
selves on having accomplished all that was 
really possible for the present; and cause 
also to hope that a candid examination of 
the tax will convince the Government 
that they are right in demanding its aboli- 
tion. 


PROMPT RESULTS 


Confronted by the plain declaration 
that, if they start a navy-building race 
Great Britain will consider itself relieved 
of the restrictions of the Treaty of Lon- 
don and will proceed to build according to 
its requirements in the new situation, 
France and Italy have reached an agree- 
ment that is said to be satisfactory to 
both and that may result in them joining 
the other three powers in the limitation 
pact. 
Seemingiy the notion had gained ac- 
ceptance at Paris and Rome that Britain 
was “through” as a naval power in the 
Mediterranean. The corrective adminis- 
tered by Mr. Henderson and Mr. Alexan- 
der may be the more effective because a 
Labor government happens to be in power 
at London. If the Labor party would 
build warships rather than let the high- 
way to India be threatened, it goes with- 
out saying that a government of either of 
the other parties would do the same, 

The i id inference is that the larger 
powers might make better headway in 
bringing reluctant countries to accept the 
limitation principle if they resorted once 
in a while to what our neighbors call 
“shirt sleeve diplomacy” 


THERE SHOULD BE A LIMIT 


No change is intended at this session 
of the «py © in the law relating to 
the speed at which motor cars may be 
driven on Alberta roads. For the time 
the law is to stand as at present; that it 
is illegal to drive at any rate that is not 
consistent with the safety of the public 
at the time and place. 

That, of course, puts it “up to” a driver 
to decide what speed is safe under any and 
all circumstances, and to take the conse- 
quences, It cannot be said that this regu- 
lation has worked badly. But there were 
some gruesome accidents on the highways 
last summer which were accountable only 
on the ground that the drivers were incap- 
able of making such a decision or that 
they did not care what the consequences 
might be. 

It would certainly make for security, 
and for a sense of security on the part of 
those using the highways, if in addition 
to this provision there was a fixed maxi- 
mur rate which must not be exceeded un- 
der any circumstances, Lacking such a 
fixed maximum, there are drivers who will 
easily convince themselves that any speed 
is allowable at which a car ean be got to 
travel, It is a little too much that the pub- 
lic Should be left at the mercy of the 
judgment of men of that type.

THE DRIFT OF OPINION 

A ‘section of the Labor party has brok- 
en away in Great Britain, and announces 
a policy of protection. Right Hon. Philip 
Snowden, chancellor of the exchequer, 
agrees that further direct taxation is im- 
possible; a suggestion at least that circum- 
stances are driving the Labor Government 
to consider the possibility of a change in 
fiscal policy. 

Sir John Simon, who. rivals Lloyd 
George in expressing the views of British 
Liberals, states that he does not exclude 
from his program the consideration of fis- 
cal measures which his party would not in 
normal conditions contemplate. 

British Conservatives stand more or 
less openly and unitedly for the adoption 
of a tariff policy framed with a view to 
bettering the position of British industry 
in its struggle for the home market and 
for export trade. 

Free trade made Britain great indus- 
trially and commercially. But the condi- 
tions under which that was accomplished 
have changed, and there are indications 
that the drift of opinion is toward the view 
that a free trade country is heavily handi- 
capped in world ce hag against 
countries whjch are building higher and 
higher barriers against its roducts. 

Britain's tariff policy is the business 
of the people of Britain. But Canadian 
observers may see in this shifting of 
opinion a possibility that the old lands will 
adopt a trade policy under which trade 
with this and the other Dominions can be 
encouraged by a system of tariff prefer- 
ences.

Health and Dict Advice

THE REDUCING DIET 


It is not hard to reduce the weight 
and ohe may even lose as much as a half pound to a 
pound a day for a time without Injury, Usually, it ts 
to start a reducing diet with a fast, using 
either grapefruit or tomato juice, as this will also 
have a cleansing effect on the system and bring 
about a marked improvement in all of the physical 
functions, Often, too, an apparent increase of energy 
will be noticed as the body becomes free of its bur- 
den of toxins and avoirdupols. There may be marked 
mental improvement with a strengthening of the will- 
power, and an increased ability to think clearly, Phy- 
sical culture exercises should not be used during the 
fasting period, but may be started as soon as the diet 
is begun 

The fast on grapefruit or tomato juice proves sa- 
tisfactory for many, and may be taken for from five 
to ten days, using a giassful of the juice every two 
hours during the hours one is awake. While on this 
dict, and for several days afterwards, it is good to 
use to enemas to assist in elimination, The diet fol- 
lowing this fasting regimen may be as follows: 

Breakfast: One egg, prepared in any manner ex- 
cept by frying. ‘Two or three slices of Melba toast 

Choice of one of the following stewed dried fruits: 
apples, raisins, apricots, figs or pears, or baked apple 
or stewed applesauce 

Between breakfast and lunch 
walk of a mile or two each day, 

Lunch: Choice of one kind of the following acid 
fruits: apples, apricots, pears, nectarines, grape 
Jemons, plums, loquats, cherries, berries, pineapple or 
tomatoes. One glass of water 

Or you may have this lunch: 

Choice of one or more of the following cooked 
non-starchy vegetables: celery, spinach, small string 
beans, asparagus, summer squash, cucumber, egg- 
plant, pumpkin, beet tops, turnip tops, small beets, 
small carrots small parsnips, small turnips, lettuce, 
okra, chayotes, mallow, oyster plant (salaify), kale or 
vucchini, These vegetables must be cooked in plain 
water and seasoned with butter and a little salt when 
ready to serve. 

Choice of one or more of the following salad vege- 
tables: celery, spinach, asparagus, Cucurmber, parsley, 
small beets, small carrots, small parsnips, small tur- 
nips, lettuce, oyster plaht, mallow, nasturtium flowers 
and leaves, endive, ripe olives and avocados. These 
vegetables should be served plain, without salt 
dressing. 

Dinner: Cholee 
foods; beef, mutton, 
fish, Eat lean meats only. 
quarter of a pound of meat, 
the other protein foods, at each meal, 
these foods—broil, boil or bake. 

Choice of one or more of the cooked non-starchy 
vegetables listed for lunch, Also, choice of one or 
more of the raw salad vegetables. listed for lunch, 

No dessert. 

You can reduce more slowly just by following this 
diet alone without the preliminary fast. ‘To all those 
who are excessively overweight, I would advise the 
fasting regimen first. I have seen this fasting and 
dieting regimen get results in thousands of cases, 
and I am sure you will find it satisfactory if you are

Allotted a generous income, she saved a large part 
of it. When Napoleon affectionately remonstrated 
she replied, ignoring the fact that he was enthroning 
his family right and left: 

“I am putting something aside for those of my 
children who are not settled,” 

Napoleon's fortunes were in ruins and he had been 
dead fifteen years when she finally passed away in 
her eighty-sixth year.

to solve the difficulty naturally 
presented itself, Stephenson re- 
solved to settle the difficulty by 
throwing a tunnel of sheet iron 
across, It was an ambitious concep;

Saving Society

‘The field of religion has seen, dur- 
ing the last twenty years in parti- 
cular, & battle between two points 
of view regarding the function of 
the church, 


First, one leadership has gone to | 


the extreme of saying that the busi- 
ness of the church is to save 
souls of individual men and women, 
and that, with this done, the spirit- 
ualization of society would follow as 
a matter of course, 

Second, another leadership has 
gone to the extreme of saying that 
the business of the church is to re- 
form the social order, and that, 
with this done, individual men and 
women would, of their own accord, 
seek and find the good Life. 

By and large, it has been assumed 
that the old and the conservative 
stick to the formula of saving soci- 
ety by saving souls, and that the 
young and liberal stick to the for- 
mula of saving souls by saving so- 
clety. 

The problem its not as simple as 
all that! 

Walter Lippmann, ‘n his Preface 
to Morals, can hardly be listed 
among the old and the conservative, 
and yet the upshot of his argument 
is that the salvation of society de- 
pends upon developing disinterested 
individuals, men and women who will 
approach the problems of life as ob- 
jectively as the scientist approaches 
the problems of the laboratory. 

Mr, Lippmann thus comes peril- 
ously near to pointing the conserv- 
ative religious leadership that says 
society can be saved only by saving 
the souls of individual men and wo- 
men, although Mr, Lippmann’s no- 
tion of the “saved individual” would 
hardly pass muster with the religious 
conservative. 

I think Harry F., Ward, in his 
Which Way Religion, comes closer 
to the point, 

Religion must consider both so- 
clety and the individual, Mr, Ward 
contends, 

Religion cannot save either with- 
out saving the other. 

The salvation of one will not auto- 
motically insure the salvation of 
the other 

What religion can do for society 
is determined by what it can do for 
the individual 

And what it can do for the in- 
dividua! is limited by what it finds 
it possible to do for society. 

It is a dual task that confronts re- 
ligion.

letin: 

a truck gardener takes a 
load of vegetables to market and 
finds the market dull and buyers 
scarce, he usually cuts prices so as 
to effect sales, He may have reck- 
oned on getting $20 for his load, but 
is better pleased to sell out for $15 
than to take his goods back. By 
combination with other sellers he 
might, perhaps, get $10 for half 
what he has and take half back 
home, But it is better for him to 
get the other $5 for he does not 
want the stuff, ‘having plenty more 
at home, And the other sellers are 
similarly situated. They are betier 
off at the lower price than keeping 
their product, That is helping to 
circulate the money. The $15, or al: 
least the extra $5 must be regarded 
as so far helping trade by reducing 
prices. The man can pay so much 
of his debts or buy so much of what 
he needs, 

Now suppose a man 
truck gardener for a job. He would 
not be averse to having some help, 
and raises the question of wages. 
But the man replies at once, “No 
reduction of wages, no sir,” with 
the result that the truck gardener 
decides to manage without the he elp 
and if he produces less he may find 
that prices are rather better for 
him, But the man who wants the 
job gets no work and no money at 
all because he is not content to ac- 
cept the same policy as the truck 
gardener himself adopts to make 
the money circulate, On the truck 
gardener’s policy the consumer is 
benefitted as well as himself, On 
the other man's policy nobody is 
benefitted, and the consumer will 
suffer as the result of less work be- 
ing done 

The adjustments have to be made 
before trade can revive, and it will 
be mostly by way of reduction, ‘The 
Canadian National Railway tie con- 
tracts this season are at a reduction 
of 10c per te; call it roughly 121% 
per cent. If that were possible 
right through the line taxpayers 
would have less to worry about. But

Governments do not reduce ex- 
penditure—the ©.N, Railway is dis- 
tinct from the government, When 
conditions are normal they increase 
their expenditure.

But if the wheat pool had con- 
formed to the market instead of 
trying to defy or control it they 
could have sold a great deal of 
wheat at about twice as much as 
they have got for it, and the money 
would have been circulating in other 
channels to the improvement of 
thelr market instead of having to 
wait so long for a lower price fur- 
ther reduced by interest and other 
charges. For the worker who has 
only his services to sell the time he 
loses from productive employment 
is gone forever. He can never sell

The decision of the Edmonton 
Public School Beard, to have ap- 
pointed a representative body of 
citizens, to try and arrive at a@ satis- 
factory solution of the existing 
high school problem, will, I believe, 
commend itself to the average man 
as a move in the right direction, 
There is no doubt that the existing 
deadlock is not only tying up the 
building program of the board, but 
is not in the best interests of either 
the teachers or the pupils. If this 
committee is to meet with any de- 
gree of success, it must be free and 
above suspicion, and any attempt to 
pack it with a majority of supporters 
in favor of a regional! high school 
bullding program, or a cen‘ralized 
building program, will be futile, and 


will have at the beginning, within 
itself, the seeds of its own destruc- 
tion, 


The appointing of a representative 
from any organization should be 
based upon the principle that up 
until the present time he or she has 
not taken any active part in the pre- 
sent high school controversy. The 
personnel should be composed of 
men and women who have no sec- 
tional, partisan or po'itical interests 
to serve and whose decision will be 
Solely guided and influenced by the

CONDITIONS IN 
~ MINING CAMPS 
TO BEPROBED 


Act te Provide Closer 
Supervision 


During the coming recess the gov- 
ernment will take up as one of the 
first matters for consideration at the 


1932 session, the drafting of an act 
which will revise conditions under 
which mining camps operate and 


directed toward putting such camps on 
a basis more like towns and villages 
and with more powers of self-govern« 
ment, according to a statement made 
in the legiMlature on Wednesday, 

This statement was made during 
the debate on a motion moved by 
Chris Pattinson, Labor, Edson, that 
“Necessary legislation be introduced 
abolishing all closed coal mining 
camps in this province " 
WITHDRAWS MOTION 

AS the sessional program 
was heavy and that little 
done along the lines suggested at 
present, Mr, Pattinson withdrew his 
motion on the assurance as given by 


already

|. In dealing with the subject of his 
motion, Mr, Pattinson said that the 


closed camp system favored feudalism 
and that in most cases mine operators 
or managers usually controlled all 
stores, billiard parlors and other ac- 
tivities in such camps. Thus when 
such authority was vested in individ- 
uals they tended toward autocracy 

He saw involved the question of the 
right of a man to build his own house 
and the right of free travel. He knew 
of commercial travellers who had had 
(fo pay premiums to sell their wares 
in camps. He thought land ought to 
be set aside near mining camps where 
miners could build their own homes 

Also there was involved the prin 
ciple of self-government In mining 
camps the operators owned the prop- 
erty and therefore in any elections 
that might be held to return municipal 
officials, miners could not vote as they 
owned no property. He thought that 
provision should be made to vote 
without hawng to qualify by owning 
property 

He was pleased to state that all 
camps were not alike and he felt the 
time had arrived when a system “in 
consistent with present day condi- 
| tions” should be abolished and those 
living in mining camps should be given 
the Same privileges of self-government 
as residents in towns and villages

could determine its exact status In 
respect to Hability or guarantees 

In support of his argument for the 
appointment of an independent ap- 
praiser he stated that the report and 
accounts on the audit of the Alberta 
Co-Operative Credit’ Societies showed 
that as at Nov, 30 last, government 
to these organizations 
stood at $1,760,390.29 

He also contended that an audit, 
carried out in a highly praiseworthy 
and efficient manner by James C. 
Thompson, provincial auditor, had 
shown as “bad debts” a total of §204,- 
651.02 paid out in loans; that $277,- 
939.18 was rated as “doubtful” and
